Move Closer 
He Hasn't Seen 
North America

Gov. J. James Exon and 


University of Nebraska officials 
appeared Wednesday to have 
moved within $1.5 million of each 
other in recommendations and 
requests for next y e a r ' s 
budget. 


In a letter to the Legislature's 


Budget Committee, the governor 
said he would support an in- 
crease of about $2.2 million in 
general 
fund 
appropriations 


over his original requests. 
.. In another letter to the com- 
mittee, NU Chancellor D. B. 
Varner 
proposed 
a "con- 


tinuation" budgeting concept 
which he said would require $3.7 
million more than Exon had 
first proposed. 
-' Both letters were made public 
late Wednesday. 


Proposals Summarized 


The governor's release of his 


communication, dated April 13, 
was followed by the "university's 
release of the Varner letter, 
dated April 5. Exon said his 
summarized proposals he had

Exon told the 
committee, 


which meets at noon Thursday 
to- take action on NU budget 
recommendations, that his,sug- 
gested increase "can be met 
within .the framework of existing 
tax rates."

recommended by the governor," 
Exon said. 
' He told the committee the in- 
creases in certain programs 
could he funded partly by ja 
reduction of some $750,000 in V 
$!•; million "regents

tionary fund" identified in his 
original budget message. 


Varner's letter, a l t h o u g h 


stressing that the Board of 
Regents still favored an earlier 
proposal for a "mid-point in the 
Big 8" 
concept, 
said

plan would require general fund 
appropriations 
of

million more than Exon had 
first proposed. 


'More Modest' 


The chancellor said the new, 


"more modest proposal," would 
be based on acceptance of the 
governor's original proposals for 
NU at Omaha and of the 
governor's revised proposal for 
the medical center, but a con- 
tinuation funding formula for 
NU-Lincoln. 


That formula, Varner said, 


would provide the Lincoln pro- 
grams with $3.1 million more 
than Exon had first offered. 


The plan would provide funds 


for a $300 increase for each full- 
time employe, add a 4.2% cost- 
of-living 
hike 
for i t e m s 


purchased, provide funds to 
maintain two new buildings and 
cover extra costs for such items 
as fuel and utilities. 


Tuition Increase 


It 
would 
also 
apparently 


assume an increase in tuition to 
the level suggested by the 
regents last fall and adopted by 
Exon. That hike, however, had 
been tied to a request for some 
$17.5 million more than Exon 
suggested in his message to the 
Legislature early this year. 


That kind of hike in tuition 


would indicate a change in the 
thinking of at least some regents 
who had said they could not 
support 
asking 
students . to 


assume that kind of burden 
-without significant increases in 
appropriations. 


Exon 'also told the Budget 


Committee his proposals would 
provide 
for 
the 
increased 


enrollment envisioned by the 
university.

Chou, 73, spoke at a reception 


for table tennis teams from the 
United States, Britain, Canada, 
Nigeria and Colombia. These 
were invited to visit China when 
the world championships ended 
in Japan a week ago. 


Chou said many American 


correspondents have wished to 
come to China but there had to 
be a first group. "They will 
come in batches," he said, add- 
ing that newsmen from other

Completing a spectacular double play, the 


Legislature Wednesday handed strong initial 
approval to ;'proposals which would shift about 
?30;milli6n in annual tax support from property . 
to sales and income levies. 


After the lengthiest debate of the 1971 


session, lawmakers:; stamped 31-13 first stage 
endorsement on a 50% personal property tax 
exemption bill carrying a sales-income price 
tag of soine $218 million in 1972. 
• 


That measure would trigger a one-half per- 


cent ihike in the state sales taxJ and a one 
percent personal income tax boost or a 4% 
increase in the income tax alone.. •" 


Would Shatter Budget 


If it.remains intact, attracts at least 25- 


votes on final reading and withstands a certain 
gubernatorial veto (that will take 30 votes), 
it will not" merely break Gov. J. James Exon's 
budget, it will shatter it. 
. 


In a surprise move, lawmakers amended 


the proposal to create a statewide system of 
techmcal community colleges to provide for 
full state funding of the schools and advanced 
the revised package on a 32-8 vote. 


The Legislature served notice that it will 


look to an old limited sales tax source—the 
excise tax on beer and liquor — to provide 
the $5 million in annual funding required to 
implement t h e proposal.

On .a 27-12 vote, senators yanked from the 


Revenue Committee Sen. Terry Carpenter's bill 
to hike beer and liquor taxes and brought 
it to the floor for later consideration.

any international agreement to limit 
strategic 
arms," Director Richard 


Helms of the Central Intelligence 
Agency 
told an 
editors' 
meeting 


Wednesday. 


While giving the American Society 


of Newspaper Editors a rare public 
report 
on the functions of his 


supersecret agency, Helms said it 
would be "unthinkable to* conclude a 
strategic arms limitation agreement 
with the Soviet Union without the 
means for monitoring compliance." - 


In his first public speech since he 


became chief of the CIA in 1968, Helms 
reported that "a number of well-placed 
and.courageous Russians," along with 
U2 photography, provided data on 
Soviet' missile systems which helped 
the United States at the time of the 
1962 Cuban missile crisis. 


Helms insisted the CIA has "no 


domestic security role" and no police, 
subpoena or law-enforcement functions 
although'"our efforts to obtain foreign 
intelligence in 
this 
country have 


generated some of the more virulent 
criticism" of his agency. 


Helms said if there is a chance a 


citizen traveling abroad has acquired 
foreign information that can be useful, 


"we are certainly going to try to in- 
terview him," and attempts will be 
made to hire students interested in 
working for the government. 


"The trouble is that to those who 


insist on seeing us as a pernicious 
and jperyasive secret government, our 
wonisr 'inierview± ~and -'hire' translate 
into suborn, subvert and seduce or 
something worse," he added. "We use 
no compulsion. If a possible source 
of information does not want to talk 
to us, we go away quietly." 


Helms said he cannot giive ''an easy 


answer to the -objections raised by 
those who consider intelligence work 
incompatible 
with democratic prin-' 


ciples. 


"The nation must to a degree take 


it on faith that we, too, are honorable 
men devoted to her service." 


Helms said the CIA makes no foreign' 


policy and "is not and cannot be its 
own master. It is the servant of the 
U.S. government, undertaking what 
tnat government asks it to do; under, 
the directives and controls the govern 
ment has established."

V WASHINGTON—American spy satellites have detected a lot 
of 'big holes in the ground in Russia. Twenty of these holes 
are large enough to accommodate the biggest war rocket in 
toe world, and naturally our intelligence people suspect the worst. 
~ 
If we unquestioningly accept their judgment that those 


Russian holes have been dug to~ house super-rockets, we shall 
have to put up several more billions to tuck more rockets 
of our own into more holes in America. 


,¥ Obviously, it behooves us to think carefully about these 


Russian holes. The first possibility is that the Russians have de- 
vised a cheap method for driving us to bankruptcy. 


* 
Someone in Moscow, with deep understanding of the 


American mentality, may have foreseen that we would reflexively 
reply to 20 Russian holes with $20 billion worth of new American 
rocketry. Assuming that the cost of digging a hole in Russia 
is comparable to what an American contractor would charge 
here, the Russians could get 20 fairly good-sized holes for 
about S200 million. 


It would be well worth the cost if the holes could scare 


us into sinking S20 billion into new war machinery, for we 
would have wasted 100 times as much money as the Russians. 


Yes, wasted. Consider: Our rockets go into those holes 


for use only if we are attacked. But if the Russian holes 
have no weapons in them, they cannot very well attack us, 
and we, therefore, cannot use our expensive new weapons. 
Our policy of refusing to strike first, coupled with our tendency 
to get alarmed about holes in Russia, thus seems to give 
the Russians an overwhelming advantage in any competition 
at which each country's object is to force the other's financial 
ruination. 


* 
It seems unarguable that the Russian holes are not weapons 


of economic warfare, but a defensive response to the many, 
many, many holes which Russian spy satellites have detected 
in America during the last few months. 


These gigantic holes must have caused consternation in 


the Kremlin—if that is where the Russian leaders still plot 
their deviltry. They must surely have had, for example, an 
aerial photograph of the giant hole located right here in 
Washington in 23rd Street between M and L Streets. A hole 
that close to the White House, big enough to house the largest 
rocket on earth! What must they have thought? 


Having so few cars, they would surely not have realized 


that what they were seeing was a pothole. Most probably 
they do not even know what a pothole is. A satellite picture 
showing a hole as big as the 23rd Street pothole, with that 
black glistening machinery buried deep within, would inevitably 
have alarmed them.

Even if they had heard of potholes, they would not have 


believed in one so big that it contained an entire Cadillac 
limousine and the diplomatic staff of a small neutral nation 
Obviously, their photo interpreters took the Cadillac in the 
23rd Street pothole for an intercontinental missile. 


It is obvious, then, that the Russians are indeed planting 


missiles to retaliate against our potholes, and that we are 
in danger of putting in more missiles to retaliate against 
the Russian missiles that are being targeted on our potholes. 
Can this insane race be stopped? 


Yes, and it must be. By a crash program to fill in our 


potholes. If the Cadillac cannot be rescued, that heroic diplomatic 
staff will have to be paved over for peace. 


What finer end for those who have chosen diplomacy as 


a way of life?

U.S. Keeps Hands Off 


The government of Pakistan, located in 


the less populated but more powerful western 
part of that geographically-divided nation en- 
joys the economic, military and political sup- 
port of the Soviet Union, Communist China 
and the United States. It is an odd set of 
allies to keep on one's string only if it is 
forgotten that each of the major powers has 
a stake in Pakistan's future and that Pakistan 
profits from the competition. 


So it is that the US., with its interest 


in the central government at heart, sits back 
without so much as a reproachful word and 
watches the bloodbath unfold in Pakistan's 
eastern province. 


The idea of an autonomous Bengali nation 


in the East, or Bangla Desh, as the natives 
there proudly proclaim, is doomed to failure, 
observers say. The efficient, well-equipped 
Pakistani Army is regaining control of the 
cities and rural areas that it lost when the 
rebellion was at its peak. Indiscriminate 
slaughter of unarmed peasants is rampant; 
some 6,000 died in the provincial capital of 


Dacca alone, according to reports. The only 
sliver of hope the Bengalis have, supposedly, 
is in a prolonged guerrilla war, which, if 
carried off, would weaken the resolve of the 
central government and lead ultimately to 
autonomy 
or 
independence 
for 
E"a s t 


Pakistan. 


The recent history of Pakistan 
gives 


weight to the argument that it never had 
a chance to be a viable nation, considering 
that its parts are a thousand miles apart 
and while predominantly of the same religion, 
it is composed of two different peoples. The 
U.S. is not accountable for that, however. 


But the United States finds itself in a 


familiar position — that of giving support 
to a dictatorial government which is oppress- 
ing and murdering thousands of its subjects 
The question is, should the U.S. stand aside 
and say nothing because of guilt associated 
with the war in Vietnam, let alone because 
of its interest in a stable Pakistani govern- 
ment, and not add its,-weight to the body 
of world opinion opposing the crimes against 
humanity in East Pakistan?

We hope this does not indicate a ser-ious 


erosion of support for LB87. It is all very well 
and good to talk about needs more urgent than 
the fieldhouse, but the feeling prevails that 
significant funding for those talked-about 
higher priorities would receive very little sup- 
port if the cigarette tax bill were thrown out. It 
still seems to be an all-or-nothing situation and 
LB87 is a reasonable revenue vehicle by wlu'ch 


The cigarette tax bill is not the only in- 


dicator of a possible change in legislative 
thinking. We lower out sights again to thr> 
resolution level. Last week, the Legislature 
unanimously adopted a resolution commending 
President Nixon for his decision to pesonally 
review the court-martial conviction of Lt 
Galley. 


This week, the Legislature defeated a 


resolution urging Congress to seek a complete 
withdrawal of American troops from Vietnam 
by next April 1. Without commenting on the 
result of the vote, we find the attitude of some 
senators somewhat peculiar. Several of them 
agreed that the Legislature had "no business" 
considering the issue. One said the responsibility 
for determining Vietnam policy rests in Wash- 
ington, not Lincoln. Another said he thought 
"we're overstepping our bounds ... we have 
plenty to do to keep us busy here." Right on! 
The Legislature should consider big issues, such 
as the Galley case, but not little things, like 
the war.

The government of Pakistan, located in 
the less populated but more powerful western 
part of that geographically-divided nation en­ 
joys the economic, military and political sup­ 
port of the Soviet Union, Communist China 
and the United States.

A number of state senators apparently are 
having second thoughts about financing a new 
University of Nebraska fieldhouse and new 
state office building through revenues derived 
from an increase in the cigarette tax. The bill 
bumping the tobacco tax up a nickel to 13c a 
pack, LB87, was advanced from select file 
Tuesday by a 26-7 margin, one more vote than 
was needed. 


The measure received an overwhelming 
41-3 first-round vote of approval last week fol­ 
lowing a talk to the Legislature by NU Athletic 
Director Bob Devaney. This time, sixteen 
senators either were absent or declined to 
record their preference in the matter and op­ 
ponents of the bill gained four votes. 
We hope this does not indicate a serious 
erosion of support for LB87. It is all very well 
and good to talk about needs more urgent than 
the fieldhouse, but the feeling prevails that 
significant 
funding 
for 
those 
talked-about 
higher priorities would receive very little sup­ 
port if the cigarette tax bill were thrown out. It 
still seems to be an all-or-nothing situation and 
LB87 is a reasonable revenue vehicle by which 


to finance priority items that can stand on their 
own merits. 
The cigarette tax bill is not the only in­ 
dicator of a possible change in legislative 
thinking. We lower out sights again to the 
resolution level. Last week, the Legislature 
unanimously adopted a resolution commending 
President Nixon for his decision to pesonally 
review the court-martial conviction of Lt 
Calley. 


This week, the Legislature defeated a 
resolution urging Congress to seek a complete 
withdrawal of American troops from Vietnam 
by next April 1. Without commenting on the 
result of the vote, we find the attitude of some 
senators somewhat peculiar. Several of them 
agreed that the Legislature had “no business” 
considering the issue. One said the responsibility 
for determining Vietnam policy rests in Wash­ 
ington, not Lincoln. Another said he thought 
“we’re overstepping our bounds . . . we have 
plenty to do to keep us busy ihere.” Right on! 
The Legislature should consider big issues, such 
as the Calley case, but not little things, like 
the war.

Joseph Wambaugh is known by many names, 


but he prefers to be called, a policeman. 
In his 10th year as a sergeant in the Los Angeles 
Police Department, he decided to write 'a book 
about the subject 'he knew best: the cop.' 
> ' 


His "novel "The New Centurions" which 


follows the lives of three L.A.P.D. policemen, 
came out recently and is now third on ..the 
best seller list. Chief Edward Davis of the 
Los Angeles, Department found that the novel 
distinctly painted' an unflattering picture. He 
wrote several publishers suggesting alterations 
in the 'text. As a reply the publishers printed 
three more editions without c h a n g e s . 
Infuriated, Chief Davis "admonished"' author 
cum policeman, Wambaugh. All this meant, 
was that he was mildly rebuked for not 
submitting his manuscript for approval before 
it was published. 


"The New Centurions" (a title in which 


Wambaugh attempts to make a philosophical 
comparison between the modern policeman 
and his counterpart in Caesar's Rome) is 
an extremely interesting book. It deals with 
the- lives of three "young men who risk it 
each day for a 498 dollars per month job. 
The characters are realistic, if not altogether 
non-fictional. 


There is Serge Duran, a tough Mexican 


who" spend five years 'on the force" searching 
for his identity. Then there is Gus Plebesly 
who cares more for human involvement than 
the lustrous gold of polished buttons. The 
third is Roy Fehler, a white liberal intellectual 
who emerges as the strongest character in 
the book. Almost an image of the novelist, 
Roy is the philosopher symbolically shut away 
from the world behind the blue serge uniform. 
Ironically he reaches full maturity, just before 
he receives a fatal wound in the line of 
duty. - 


The novel clicks with humor. There is 


the scene when the morning roll call is being 
taken by the sergeant on duty, who reads 
the daily crime list and priceless comments 
are passed, on by the on-going watch. The 
dialogue is savage and brutal, and some pages 
are almost too realistic. Throughout the novel 
the author manages, by some miracle, to 
write with a combination of empathy and 
objectivity. 


The climax of the novel unfolds during 


August 1965. The riots in Watts. There is 
the angry confrontation between mobs and 
the tense isolated policemen. 


Author Wambaugh is no rebel. He firmly 


believes in authority, and even his literary bat- 
tles with Chief Davis made him feel uneasy. 
According to him the television image of the 
cop is awefully wholesome and 
terribly 


tiresome. But his book is already under con- 
tract for a movie, and his second novel, 
also about a policeman, is almost finished. 
He wants to continue writing, but at the 
same time prefers to wear his blue uniform. 


The brutal mobs, and the riots are 


somewhat alien to a reader from a small 
city, but nevertheless the problems are there 
to be confronted. More and more towns are 
finding themselves with these problems, and 
it Is necessary to understand them, and the 
policeman who is in the midst. The absurdity 
however lies in attempting to enforce morality 
with a gun or a club.

Soviet N-Blast 
Leak Is Detected 


Stockholm (UPI) — Radioac- 


tivity leaking from an un- 
derground nuclear explosion in 
Russia's Ural Mountains was 
detected in Sweden last week, 
the National Defense Research 
Institute said Wednesday. 


The research institute said it 


had determined that the leak 
originated from an underground 
nuclear bomb that was triggered 
in the Urals March 23. 


The Seismological Institute in 


Uppsala, which recorded the 
March explosion, said it was the 
biggest blast carried out in the 
area. 


The radioactivity measured in 


the air during Hie period March 
31 to April 2 was twice or nearly 
three times as high as normal m 
middle and southern Sweden, 
the Research Institute said.

4% For Insurance 


The contract provides that 


Railpax will pay the railroads 
4% of the cost of running the 
trains to set up an insurance 
fund under which the railroads 
would assume all liability for 
injury, 
death 
or 
property 


damage arising out of operation 
of the Railpax trains. 


This section, however, is to be 


renegotiated after Dec 1, 1971, 


and if no decision is reached the 
matter goes to arbitration. It is 
understood that the railroads 
originally wanted Railpax to pay 
8%. Railpax contended it should 
pay no more than 2%. 


Among other principal pro- 


visions: 


The railroads may not back 


out of their 
o p e r a t i n g 


agreements with Railpax for 10 
years. The contract 
provides 


that any time on or after May 1, 
1979, a railroad may give two 
years' n o t i c e it intends to 
terminate its o b l i g a t i o n s . 
Railpax still would be able to 
operate, but would either have 
to renegotiate or appeal to the 
Interstate 
Commerce Com- 


mission to set up an operating 


agreement. 


A Compromise 


This provision is a com- 


promise. Railpax had originally 
wanted a 99-year agreement, 
and the railroads had wanted 
only a two or three-year agree- 
ment. 


Railroads are forbidden to 


dispose of more than 10% of 
their passenger equipment prior 
to Aug. 1, 1971. After that, they 
may sell or lease it, but must 
give Railpax 
the first 
op- 


portunity to acquire it. 


The railroads will have to 


assume the obligation to pay 
severance 
costs 
of railroad 


workers dismissed as a result of 
train 
discontinuances 
when 


Railpax starts. But if Railpax

-If quasars such as this one are 
indeed so distant they must be 
generating extraordinary 
amounts of energy to produce 
radio and light waves intense 
enough to be observable at that 
range. 


.The estimate of the speed at 
which the two components of 3C- 
279 are flying apart assumes 
they are, in fact, that distant. 
.The discovery was reported 
iand debated here at symposium 
at the American Academy of 
Arts and! Sciences on the use of 
antennas thousands of miles 
apart to determine the angular 
width and precise direction of 
distant radio sources. The 
technique is known as long 
baseline interferometry.

Rumford Premium, America's 
oldest scientific prize, was given 
to 21 scientists from American 
and Canadian observatories who 


pioneered in development of th 
method.

quarter of the total emissioi 
from 3C-279. They were first 
observed last October, and in 
February they were found to be 
moving apart at an extremely 
high velocity. 


In October, antennas on op- 


posite sides of the United' States 
were used to observe the 
passage of 3C-279 behind the 
sun. The discovery of its double 
components was accidental. 


As described Wednesday by 


Dr. Irwin I. Shapiro of the 
Massachusetts I n s t i t u t e of 
Technology, the goal was to 
settle a long-standing debate as 
to the precise effect that gravity 
has upon light and radio waves. 
Solar gravity would deflect the 
beam of radio waves from 3C- 
279 as the waves skirted the 
sun,

On the cover of its April issue Forbes 


shows a^ picture of the kind of baseball you'd 
be ashamed to let your kid play with. The 
cover of the ball is ripped, the stitching has 
long since come apart and some of the yarn 
already is hanging out.

long baseball has yet to go from such experts 
as Thomas Doekerty, a gentleman from 
Scotland whose real bag is soccer, and Dr. 
Joyce Brothers, the eminent psychologist who 
can also tell you what's causing your 
daughter's pimples.

Cosell and I'm a little surprised Forbes didn't 
check with him because I never feel I have 
the definitive opinion on anything, especially 
pertaining to basebal^, until I've heard from 
Howard Cosell.
